The  President  then  delivered  the  following  address  : 

Gentlemen  of  Common  Council  : — I  thank  you  most 
sincerely  and  cordially  for  the  very  high  honor  which  you  con- 
fer upon  me  by  designating  me  for  the  second  time  as  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  this  representative  body,  an  honor  which  is 
highly  appreciated,  as  is  also  its  full  measure  of  responsibility 
to  yourselves  and  to  the  community.  The  duties  of  a  Coun- 
cilman are  not  to  be  weighed  too  lightly,  as  they  are  to  be  dis- 
charged with  care,  thought,  discretion,  activity  and  punctu- 
ality, both  in  Committee  and  in  the  chamber,  and  in  order  to 
be  a  good  Councilman  one  must  be  keenly  alive  to  all  the 
measures  of  legislation  submitted  here  for  consideration  and 
action,  giving  them  that  scrutiny  and  care  which  is  their  due. 

At  this  time  there  are  various  subjects  and  measures  in 
which  we,  in  common  with  the  community,  must  have  an  ab- 
sorbing interest,  principally  of  which  are  the  matters  of  a 
purer  and  more  abundant  supply  of  good,  wholesome  water, 
cheaper  and  better  gas  for  the  people,  rapid  transit,  improved 
highways  and  the  system  of  sewers. 

The  matter  of  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  is  one 
which  has  vexed  the  municipality  for  a  long  time,  and  much 
study,  thought  and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  subject  by 
preceding  Councils  and  by  this  and  preceding  administrations, 
much  investigation  and  research  has  been  made  and  volumi- 
nous and  learned  reports  have  been  submitted,  and  many  plans 
for  relief  and  also  of  supply  have  been  suggested,  but  as  yet 
no  decisive  action  has  been  taken.  The  experience  of  the 
past  few  months  demand  that  some  action  be  taken,  and  I  trust 
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that  these  Councils  will,  in  common  with  the  administration, 
bring  renewed  energy  to  the  task  of  solving  this  difficult  prob- 
lem, ajid  as  the  result  thereof  the  work  may  be  inaugurated 
and  completed  at  an  early  day.  To  the  Water  Committee  of 
Councils  I  earnestly  commend  this  subject  for  diligent  con- 
sideration and  action  thereon. 

If  posssble,  we  should  have  cheaper  gas  for  the  people,  and 
•of  a  better  illuminating  quality,  and  I  feel  sure  in  asserting 
that  the  Bureau  of  Gas,  through  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  will  willingly  lend  its  aid  and  assistance  to  the  attain- 
ment of  this  end.  If  other  cities  can  furnish  this  illuminant 
to  the  consumer  at  the  price  of  one  dollar  per  thousand  feet, 
our  city,  equipped  as  she  is,  should  certainly  be  able  to  do  the 
same. 

Rapid  transit  is  another  feature  to  which  we  are  committed. 
Speed  and  celerity  in  reaching  distant  points  in  and  about  the 
City  is  a  pressing  necessity  and  the  people  rightly  and  prop- 
erly expect  us  to  assist  them  in  this  respect.  The  problem  has 
to  some  slight  extent  been  solved  by  the  introduction  of  the 
Trolley  system  as  illustrated  by  the  Bainbridge  and  Catharine 
Streets  Railway,  and  notwithstanding  the  bitter  opposition  to 
this  means  of  propulsion  but  a  short  time  ago,  this  road  has 
served  to  educate  the  people  to  its  merits  and  advantages,  and 
so  much  so  that  it  has  evoked  a  popular  revulsion  of  feeling  in 
regard  thereto  as  attested  by  the  recent  ordinances  passed  by 
the  late  Councils,  placing  this  system  on  all  the  surface  rail- 
ways of  our  City.  Should  a  better  and  safer  means  of  pro- 
pulsion than  the  overhead  wires  be  demonstrated,  we  may  hope 
that  the  various  companies  will  adopt  such  system,  and  so 
greatly  reduce  all  possible  risk,  damage  and  danger  to  our 
citizens. 

Rapid  transit  by  the  elevated  system  is  a  desideratum  much 
to  be  desired,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  Councils  have  done  their 
part  towards  giving  the  people  this  system,  by  the  passage  of 
necessary  legislation.  The  project  has  been  temporarily  de- 
layed by  legal  proceedings,  but  I  feel  assured  that  all  obstacles 
will  be  overcome,  and  that  relief  will  be  speedily  obtained  by 
the  construction  of  the  roads  upon  which  operations  have  al- 
ready began. 

Main  and  branch  sewers  are  an  indispensable  necessity  to 
our  City  and  should  be  constructed  as  rapidly  as  posssible. 
These  sewers  being  the  advance  guard  of  building  operations 
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which  follow  in  their  wake,  thereby  contributing  enormouslv 
to  the  revenues  of  the  City.  Councils  recognize  the  value  and 
importance  of  these  sewers  and  usually  are  liberal  in  making 
appropriations  therefor. 

Our  highways  and  streets  are  a  constant  source  of  thought 
and  anxiety,  and  much  has  been  done  within  the  last  two 
years  to  improve  their  condition,  and  as  fast  as  possible  the 
improved  pavements  are  being  laid  and  repaving  being  done, 
the  most  noticeable  improvement  being  on  Broad  street,  the 
grand  avenue  of  the  City,  and  which  will  be  completed  at 
a  very  early  date.  The  small  streets  are  being  promptly 
looked  after,  and  Councils  can  make  no  mistake  in  leaving 
this  work  to  the  good  judgment  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  thereby  ensuring  a  s^'^stematic  method  and  more  satis- 
factory and  better  results.  The  patchwork  system  should  be 
abandoned  and  a  uniform  and  methodical  system  of  repaving 
should  be  followed. 

The  agitation  for  the  removal  of  the  Ninth  Ward  Gas 
Works,  the  Eastern  Penitentiary  and  the  Municipal  Hospital, 
should  be  persevered  in  and  encouraged  until  success  is  ob- 
tained. The  location  of  these  Works  and  Institutions  in  the 
midst  of  heavily  populated  and  well  improved  sections  of  our 
City  should  not  be  tolerated,  and  their  removal  will  be  followed 
immediately  by  a  class  of  improvements  which  will  be  advan- 
tageous to  the  City  in  every  way.  What  Director  Beitler 
says  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  is  equally  true  of  the  others, 
"  that  when  erected,  the  Hospital  was  far  beyond  the  portion 
of  the  City  used  for  residences,  but  Philadelphia's  rapid  strides 
of  late,  especially  in  the  north-western  part  of  the  City,  has 
brought  a  dense  population  up  almost  to  the  doors  of  the  Hos- 
pital, and  has  led  to  a  strong  demand  for  its  removal.  The 
site  has  grown  quite  valuable,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
amount  realized  from  its  sale  will  buy  a  site  for  a  new  Hos- 
pital and  pay  for  constructing  a  building  much  superior  to  the 
present  plant."' 

Another  matter  demanding  a  vigilant  watchfulness  and 
alertness  on  the  part  of  Councils  is  the  threatened  invasion  of 
the  Cholera  Scourge  this  coming  Summer.  It  is  known  to 
exist  in  several  of  the  European  Ports,  and  the  constantly 
flowing  tide  of  emigration  to  the  States  causes  grave  fears  and 
apprehension  on  the  part  of  our  people  that  it  will  find  a  lodg- 
ment on  this  side  of  the  water.     Strenuous  and  active  efforts 
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have  been  and  are  now  being  made  by  our  Department  of 
Public  Safety  to  meet  its  first  approach.  A  rigid  quarantine 
will  be  established  and  enforced,  and  every  device  resorted  to 
in  order  to  successfully  cope  with  it.  Councils  have  shown  a 
commendable  readiness  and  willingness,  and,  I  think,  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so,  to  strengthen  the  Department  by  liberal  ap- 
propriations in  its  efforts  for  the  protection  of  the  community. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  let  me  ask  of  you  a 
kindly  forbearance  with  any  deficiencies,  and  that  we  may  all 
come  to  the  work  before  us  in  a  thorough  determination  to  ad- 
vance and  enact  such  legislation  as  will  be  to  the  material 
prosperity  of  our  great  City,  and  for  the  comfort,  accommoda- 
tion and  convenience  of  our  citizens,  and  that  we  may  ever 
exercise  a  constant,  courageous  and  conscientious  watchful- 
ness over  the  great  interests  committed  to  our  care.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  call  to  your  attention 
the  great  desirability  of  the  enactment  of  some  legislation 
whereby  improvements  will  be  made  in  the  present  method  of 
repaving  our  streets  after  they  have  been  disturbed  in  the  lay- 
ing of  the  various  underground  constructions  which  are  now 
multiplying  so  rapidly. 

By  reason  of  these  numerous  operations,  one  following  so 
closely  upon  another  that  the  first  repaving  has  hardly  been 
laid  before  it  is  in  turn  torn  up,  and  this  later  repaving  itself 
soon  treated  likewise,  it  is,  under  the  present  method  based 
upon  existing  laws  and  ordinances,  practically  impossible  to 
keep  the  street  in  even  a  presentable  appearance,  much  less  in 
a  durable,  desirable  or  proper  condition. 

This  year  there  will  be  laid  many  more  miles  of  new  and 
improved  pavements  than  in  any  previous  year,  and  that  these 
great  improvements  to  our  highways  may  not  be  so  impaired  or 
destroyed,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  this  whole  subject  be 
referred  to  an  appropriate  Committee  which  may,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
give  it  that  careful  consideration  which  its  importance  so 
strongly  demands.

Dear  Sir  : — Owing  to  the  large  number  of  branch  sewers 
authorized  by  Councils,  those  that  will  be  required  in  streets 
to  be  paved  and  repaved,  and  in  passenger  railway  streets 
upon  which  the  trolley  privileges  have  been  granted,  the  ap- 
propriation for  branch  sewers  to  this  Department  for  tbe  year 
1893  is  inadequate,  and  an  appropriation  of  at  least  three 
hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars  will  be  necessary  to  do 
the  work  contemplated. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to 
make  an  additional  appropriation  to  the  Rureau  of  Surveys, 
Section  7,  Item  17,  for  branch  sewers,  of  $300,000,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  this  work.

Dear  Sir  : — The  severity  of  the  past  winter,  and  the  un- 
usual quantity  of  ice  in  the  river,  required  the  continued  and 
active  service  of  all  three  of  the  City  ice  boats  from  Decem- 
ber 20,  1892,  to  March  1,  1893.  The  hard  service  to  which 
the  boats  were  subjected  was  very  destructive  to  the  wheels, 
and  the  bill  for  emergency  repairs  for  this  year  exceeds  any 
former  bill  for  similar  work.  The  crews  on  the  boats  took 
charge  of  the  wheels  for  thirty  days,  and  it  was  only  when 
actually  necessary  that  the  boats  were  sent  to  the  shop  for 
repairs.

9,  1892,  to  lengthen  the  term  after  graduation  to  two  (2) 
years  instead  of  one  (1),  as  formerly,  making  the  course  five 
(5)  years  instead  of  four  (4),  so  that  the  graduates  could  be 
trained  theoretically  and  practically  in  the  methods  of  teach- 
ing, said  action  of  the  Board  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the  By- 
Law  which  was  printed  in  the  catalogue  issued  to  the  scholars 
of  the  Normal  School  as  late  as  1892  ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  pupils  of  the  Girls'  Normal  School  matri- 
culated there  in  good  faith  three  (3)  years  ago,  believing  that 
the  unwritten  usages  and  written  laws  would  be  lived  up  to, 
and  that  no  retrospective  action  would  be  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Education,  but  the  same  course  adopted  by  them  as  has  been 
in  similar  cases  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  other 
educational  establishments  throughout  the  country,  i.  e.,  that 
no  innovation  in  reference  to  time  or  extended  studies  should 
refer  to  those  who  had  previously  matriculated  at  said  college 
or  school,  unless  the  pupils  desired  to  accept  them  of  their 
own  accord,  and  to  force  one  (1)  year  additional  on  the  pupils 
of  the  Girls'  Normal  School  is  contrary  to  all  the  principles 
of  equity  or  justice ;  therefore,  it  is

Dear  Sir  : — I  send  you  herewith  three  ordinances  making 
appropriations  or  transfers  to  the  Bureau  of  Health,  which  I 
would  request  that  you  will  transmit  to  Councils  with  such 
recommendation  as  you  may  deem  proper.

The  house  to 
house  inspections  which  are  being  conducted  and  the  constant 
vigilance  of  the  police  are  resulting  in  the  discovery  of  a  great 
number  of  nuisances,  which,  when  the  property  owners  Avill 
not  act,  must  be  abated  by  the  Bureau  of  Health.  It  is  im- 
peratively necessary  that  this  appropriation  shall  be  made.

Had  the  City  accepted  the  recent  decision  of  the  Dauphin 
County  Common  Pleas,  that  the  Treasurer  is  responsible  alone 
to  the  City  for  the  custody  of  this  money,  I  Avould  have  at 
once  transferred  the  entire  sum  to  the  City  Fund  Account  to 
await  such  direction  as  your  Honorable  Bodies  might  impose 
upon  me  by  ordinance  for  its  transfer  to  the  State  Treasurer, 
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but  as  the  City  Solicitor  has  appealed  from  this  decision,  the 
question  of  the  City's  liability  will  not  be  finally  determined 
until  passed  upon  by  the  Supreme  Court ;  I  believe  that  the 
proper  and  prudent  course  for  me  to  pursue  is  to  pay  this 
money  promptly  to  the  State,  hoping  for  a  prompt  return  of 
that  which  will  be  due  the  City  (about  $800,000)  in  November 
next.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  this  day  forwarded  to  Hon.  John  W. 
Morrison,  State  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)  dollars,  collected  on  account  of  Personal  Property 
Tax  in  the  Ci'ty  of  Philadelphia  since  the  1st  of  January  last. 
This  payment  will  be  followed  by  others  at  close  intervals 
during  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year. 

It  was  expected  that  the  litigation  between  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  City  over  the  Personal  Property  Tax  Account 
would  have  ended  ere  this,  and  that  the  City  Treasurer  in  his 
dual  capacity  as  agent  for  both  State  and  City  would  have 
been  in  a  position  to  determine  whether  or  not"  this  money 
should  have  been  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  until  the  issuance 
of  the  State  Treasurer's  precept  in  November,  when  an  ordi- 
nance would  have  been  necessary  to  transfer  the  money  to  the 
Commonwealth.  The  Common  Pleas  of  Dauphin  County 
having  decided  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  responsible  for 
the  losses  incident  to  the  transactions  of  John  Bardsley  in  the 
deposits  of  money  due  this  account,  I  had  intended  as  the 
"  City's  Agent"  to  place  this  money  in  the  City  Treasury, 
but  I  am  advised  that  the  City  does  not  accept  the  decision  of 
the  lower  tribunal  as  final,  and  through  its  counsel  will  appeal 
to  the  Supreme  Court.     Should  this  appeal  be  made,  the  result 
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will  be  a  continued  delay,  during  which  time  the  money  will 
continue  to  accumulate  without  any  fixed  supervision  other 
than  that  of  the  system  hitherto  in  vogue.  It  seems  to  me, 
therefore,  that  there  is  but  one  course  to  pursue,  and  that  is  to 
pay  the  money  directly  into  the  State  Treasury  where  it  be- 
longs and  would  go  on  the  issuance  of  the  precept  hx  November. 
In  thus  paying  in,  however,  I  am  reminded  that  the  Common- 
wealth has  declined  to  refund  to  the  City  the  balance  due  from 
last  year's  collections  and  still  refuses  pending  settlement  of 
suit. 

The  fear  is  expressed  that  the  Commonwealth  may  pursue 
the  same  policy  this  year,  but  with  that  policy  this  depart- 
ment as  collector  and  custodian  of  the  taxes  has  nothing  to  do, 
beyond  an  expression  of  the  hope  that  the  City  Treasurer  will 
be  meted  the  same  measure  of  confidence  as  an  agent  of  the 
City,  which  he  accorded  to  the  Commonwealth  in  his  payment 
to  its  treasury  of  moneys  on  hand.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  several  items 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Water,  for  the  year

to  cover  said  deficiencies.    . 

The  deficiencies  in  these  items  are  owing  to  the  following 
reasons  : 

First.  Extraordinary  and  unforseen  repairs  to  machinery 
at  the  several  pumping  stations  have  been  necessary. 

Second.  Owing  to  the  washing  away  at  Flat  Rock  Dam,  a 
supplemental  plant  had  to  be  purchased  and  run  for  several 
weeks  in  order  that  the  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  Wards 
might  be  supplied  with  water. 

Third.  The  sliding  of  about  300  feet  on  one  of  the  inside 
slopes  at  the  East  Park  Reservoir,  necessitated  extensive  re- 
pairs. 

Fourth.  The  repairs  to  pipes,  plugs,  etc.,  have  been  greatly 
increased,  by  reason  of  getting  the  underground  service  in  good 
condition  before  repaving  under  the  Trolley  Ordinances  and 
also  by  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

Fifth.  The  work  at  the  repair  shqp  has  been  increased  by 
the  extrao-idinary  repairs  required  for  repaving  streets. 

These  deficiencies  can  all  be  met  by  transfer  from  items  in 
this  Bureau,  balances  of  which  have  not  been  charged  off 
under  contract.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company,  to 
construct,  a  vault  under  and  across  Andress  street,  north  of 
Mt.  Vernon  street,  in  the  Fourteenth  Ward.  Said  vault  to 
be  constructed  Avith  brick  arches  on  iron  beams,  and  shall  not 
exceed,  inside  clear,  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  (ITl)  feet 
in  length,  thirteen  (13)  feet  three  (3)  inches  in  width,  and 
nine  (1>)  feet  in  height.  The  construction  of  the  work  by  the 
said  Philadelphia  Traction  Company  shall  provide,  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  for  the  removal  of  any  sewer,

to  house  line. 

Sect.  2.  -The  cost  of  the  grading  of  the  footways  shall  be 
chargeable  to  the  property  owners,  and  bills  for  the  same  shall 
be  made  against  the  properties  on  said  streets  or  highways, 
Provided^  That  the  contract  for  said  grading  shall  after  due 
advertisement,  and  in  connection  with  the  grading  of  the  por- 
tion of  the  street  or  highways  betweejn  the  curb  lines,  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  ;  And  provided,  That 
the  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  that  owners  of  property  shall  not  be  charged  for  said  grad- 
ing of  footways  at  more  than  contract  price. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  Councils  shall  direct  the  grading  of  any 
street  or  highway  as  provided  in  Section  1,  and  also  in  all 
cases  where  ordinances  have  been  heretofore  passed  for  the 
grading  of  streets  and  the  grading  has  not  yet  been  done,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  immediately  upon  the  awarding  of  such  contract,  to 
notify  the  owners  of  property  on  each  side  of  said  street  or 
highway,  to  grade  the  footways  of  full  width  to  the  established 
grade  of  the  City,  so  that  the  same  shall  be  unimpeded  and 
safe  for  public  travel,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  of  said 
owner  or  owners  to  comply  with  the  said  notice,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  cause  the  work  to  be 
done  under  the  contract  aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under  the 
contracts  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  estimate  the  cost  and  expense 
for  the  grading  of  said  footways,  including  the  filling  of  slopes 
necessary  to  retain  the  footways,  and  assess  such  cost  and  ex- 
pense against  the  properties  in  front  of  which  the  work  shall 
have  been  done  in  the  name  of  the  registered  owner  or  owners 
thereof.  iVnd  the  said  Director  shall  then  cause  bills  to  be 
made  out  for  such  work,  in  duplicate,  against  each  property, 
one  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  or 
owners  of  such  property,  or,  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be 
found,  the  same  shall  be  left  upon  the  premises;  the  other 
copy  of  said  bill  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  in  favor  of  the  contractor  or  con- 
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tractors,  being  delivered  to  him  or  they  in  lieu  of  cash,  and  if 
the  same  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  service 
thereof  upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property,  a  lien 
therefor  may  be  filed  in  the  proper  Court  against  the  respec-

Company,  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  the  Wil- 
liam Cramp  &  Sons  Ship  &  Engine  Building  Company,  and 
Charles  H.  Cramp,  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  a  contract  or  agreement  providing  jointly  that  they 
will  accept  and  agree  to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  further  agree  to  the  following :   The  Pennsyl-

The  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  enter  security  on  behalf  of  the  City  for  the  payment  of 
any  damages  which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  revision  of 
lines  and  grades,  the  taking  and  condemnation  of  any  property, 
and  the  changes  proposed  by  this  ordinance,  and  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  preliminary  work  of  publishing  notice  and  the  final 
confirmation  of  the  plans  shall  have  taken  place,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  proceed  with  the  work  of  making  the  physical  changes  re- 
quired, and  shall  make  requisition  on  Councils  for  any  appro- 
priation which  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  ordinance  and  complete  the  work  herein 
authorized. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
or  rendered  unnecessary  by  this  ordinance  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed.

The  Select  and  Cominon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  as  it  relates  to  the  public  adver- 
tising, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  before  the  first  Tues- 
day in  December  in  each  year,  to  invite  bids  from  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  several  daily  papers  published  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  to  be  opened  on  that  day,  for  all  the  advertising 
of  the  Departments  for  one  year  from  the  first  of  January, 
following  :  Provided,  That  the  Mayor  shall  reserve  the  right 
to  reject  any  or  all  bids  that  he  may  deem  excessive,  and  to 
readvertise  for  bids. 
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Sect.  2.  On  the  awarding  of  the  contracts  the  Mayor 
shall  send  to  the  heads  of  the  several  Departments  named  in 
the  ordinance  of  1882,  above  quoted,  the  names  of  the  papers 
to  which  the  advertising  contracts  have  been  awarded,  with 
the  rates  at  which  the  advertisements  have  been  contracted 
for,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  heads  of  said  Departments 
to  insert  the  advertisements  required  by  their  Departments  in 
these  papers  only.

guage :  Provided,  That  no  award  shall  be  made  exceeding  ten 
(10)  cent?  per  line:  And  provided  further.  That  the  bill  be 
accompanied  by  a  guarantee  from  the  publisher,  satisfactory 
to  the  Mayor,  that  not  less  than  a  daily  edition  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  copies  shall  be  issued  and  distributed  to 
bona  fide  purchasers:  Provided,  also.  That  the  Mayor  shall 
reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids  that  he  may  deem 
excessive,  and  to  re-advertise  for  bids.

As  it  was  necessary  to  provide  at  once  for  supplying  Mana- 
yunk,  Germantown,  Chestnut  Hill  and  Tioga  with  water, 
the  emergency  would  not  permit  of  delay  required  by  ten  days 
advertising,  and  awarding  contracts  for  the  engines,  pumps, 
pipes,  stops  and  fittings  requisite  to  establish  an  auxiliary 
pumping  plant  for  a  supply  from  the  river  into  the  engine 
house.     The  engines  and   pumps  were  awarded  at   once,  and 
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put  in  operation  as  soon  as  erected.  A  single  clay's  delay 
would  have  deprived  these  districts  of  water.  The  bills  named 
in  the  resolution  were  contracted  to  meet  this  emergency.

Gentlemen: — The  Sub-Committee  appointed  to  consider 
"  Resolution  of  request  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  rehative 
to  cause  for  employment  of  special  counsel  to  secure  credits 
for  the  City  in  its  accounts  with  the  Commonwealth  for  tax 
on  loans,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  attended  to  that 
duty.  The  Committee  held  a  meeting  in  Select  Council 
Chamber  on  Tuesday,  the  23d  instant,  and  in  response  to  the 
invitation  extended,  Mr,  Stroup,  of  the  Farmers'  and  Me- 
chanics' National  Bank,  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City,  Thomas 
M.  Thompson,  Esq.,  City  Controller,  Charles  F.  Warwick, 
Esq.,  City  Solicitor,  C.  R.  Williams,  Esq.,  Special  Counsel, 
and  William  H.  Smith,  Esq.,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  City  Treas- 
urer's ofiice,  were  present ;  Mr.  Smith  representing  City 
Treasurer  McCreary,  who  was  absent  in  Harrisburg  on  public 
business. 

These  gentlemen  gave  your  Committee  much  information 
upon  the  subject  matter.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  con- 
dition of  afiairs  making  it  necessary  for  the  employment  of 
special  counsel  has  not  arisen  from  any  neglect  or  carelessness 
on  the  part  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  the  fiscal  agency  of  the 
City,  neither  of  them  being  in  a  position  to  determine  or 
decide  which  portion  of  the  loans  of  the  City  are  subject  to 
taxation  by  the  State,  this  being  a  matter  that  rests  entirely 
with,  and  is  determined  from  year  to  year  by  the  State  Board 
of  Revenue  Commissioners :  and  while  the  Revenue  Commis- 
sioners this  year  may  determine  that  a  certain  class  of  loans 
are  taxable  next  year,  or  the  year  following,  another  Board  of 
Revenue  Commissioners  may  determine  that  the  same  class  of 
loans  are  exempted  from  taxation  ;  your  Committee  are  con- 
vinced that  this  is  a  matter  that  is  not  under  the  control  either 
of  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  fiscal  agent. 
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During  the  course  of  our  examination  it  was  developed 
that  at  the  reguLar  annual  settlement  between  the  City  Treas- 
urer and  the  State  authorities,  which  takes  place  in  the  month 
of  November,  that  it  might  be  possible  for  the  City  Treasurer, 
in  conjunction  with  the  City  Solicitor,  to  so  adjust  the  ac- 
counts Avith  the  State  authorities  that  any  claims  which  the 
City  might  be  in  a  position  to  make  for  exemption  or  allow- 
ances, could  be  presented  at  that  time,  and  the  allowances 
made,  thereby  avoid  the  necessity  of  being  called  upon  to 
appoint  special  counsel  for  similar  cases  in  the  future.

That  so  much  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  Avhich  was  set  apart  for  public  park  purposes  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  approved  July  6,  1883,  as  is 
described  as  follows: 

All  That  Certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  beginning  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Thirty-fourth  and  Spruce  streets,  thence 
extending  eastward  along  the  south  side  of  Spruce  street  to 
its  intersection  with  the  southwest  side  of  South  street,  thence 
along  the  same  southeastward  to  the  northwest  boundary  of 
the  right  ot  way  of  the  West  Chester  and  Philadelphia  Rail- 
road, thence  along  the  same  southwestwardly  to  the  line  of 
the  land  of  the  Woodlands  Cemetery  Company  of  Philadelphia, 
thence  along  the  same  northwestward  to  the  southeast  side  of 
Vintage  avenue,  to  be  widened  to  eighty  feet,  thence  along  the 
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northeastward  side  of  said  Vintage  avenue  to  the  east  side  of 
Thirty -fourth  street,  and  thence  along  the  same  northward  to 
the  south  side  of  Spruce  street  and  place  of  beginning,  con- 
taining twenty-five  acres  more  or  less,  shall  be  forthwith 
opened  to  use  as  a  public  park  forever. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  suitable  im- 
provement of  the  same,  said  lot  of  ground  above  described 
shall  be  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  trust  to  lay  out  and  maintain  the  same  forever  as 
and  for  a  museum  and  a  botanical  garden  and  park  without 
expense  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  be  open  to  the  free 
access  of  the  public  at  all  times  forever,  under  suitable  regu- 
lations, to  be  from  time  to  time  agreed  upon  by  the  said 
Trustees  and  the  Mayor  of  the  said  cit}'- ;  and  also  to  erect 
thereon  a  Museum  of  Science  and  Art,  without  expense  to  the 
said  city  : 

Provided,  That  the  said  grounds  shall  be  placed  in  the 
proper  condition  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  within  five 
years  from  the  date  of  the  execution  of  the  deed  creating  and 
accepting  said  trust  herein  created,  said  deed  of  trust  to  be 
prepared  by  the  City  Solicitor,  with  all  suitable  covenants  and 
provisions  necessary  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  ordinance 
and  secure  the  privileges  to  all  parties  herein  named  to  be  ex- 
ecuted by  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  and  the  said  Trustees  with  the 
proper  legal  authority  accepting  the  same : 

And  provided  further.  That  in  the  event  of  the  failure  on 
the  part  of  said  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  to 
place  the  said  grounds  in  the  proper  condition  for  the  purposes 
hereof  within  the  sai(l  five  years  or  maintaining  the  same  as  a 
museum  and  a  botanical  garden  and  park  and  keeping  the 
same  open  to  the  public  as  aforesaid  at  all  times  hereafter  for- 
ever, or  shall  divert  the  said  grounds  to  any  other  purpose  than 
those  specified  in  this  ordinance,  then  the  trust  created  by  this 
ordinance  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  this  ordinance  and 
all  privileges  granted  hereunder  shall  become  null  and  void, 
and  the  said  property  shall  revert  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
free,  clear  and  discharged  of  any  and  all  trusts  hereby  created 
or  expenses  or  obligations  created  by  reason  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  all 
streets  within  the  boundaries  of  the  said  property  above  de- 
SGiibed  and  bounding  the  same,  so  as  to  make  Vintage  avenue

of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Cornmittee,  to  whom  was  referred 
three  messages  of  the  Mayor  relative  to  an  appropriation  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  maintainance  of  the 
Public  Buildings,  the  payment  of  the  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness issued  by  the  Commissioners  for  the  erection  of  the  Public 
Buildings,  and  recommending  the  creation  of  a  special  loan  to 
continue  the  work  of  construction,  together  with  the  several 
ordinances  prepared  and  introduced  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  the  Mayor's  recommendations,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  we  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  us,  and 
submit  the  annexed  ordinances  and  ask  their  favorable  con- 
sideration. 

One,  An  Ordinance  appropriating  ^316,000  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  for  account  of  the  New  Public  Buildings 
for  the  balance  of  the  year  1893,  including  items  for  mainte- 
nance, $71,637.68,  and  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  §244,362.32.  for 
the  months  of  February,  March,  April  and  May  of  1892. 
Another,  authorizing  certain  transfers  to  be  made  from  the 
appropriations  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  erection  of  the 
Public  Buildings  to  Item  11,  in  the  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  for  account  of  the  New  Public 
Buildings  ;  and  another  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  tempo- 
rary loan  for  the  sum  of  $950,000  for  continuing  the  work  of 
construction  upon  the  New  City  Hall  and  for  additional  work 
in  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  Surveys  and  Water  in  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  as  Councils  shall  hereafter  direct. 

All  the  appropriation,  covered  by  the  ordinance  for  $316,000 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  being  guarded  by  the 
provisions  needed  to  guarantee  a  careful  examination  of  all 
bills  and  amounts  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
W  orks  and  a  careful  examination  and  audit  by  City  Controller. 

In  connection  with  the  ordinance  making  the  appropriation 
above  referred  to,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Item  11  provides  for  the  payment  of  any  small  bills  that  may 
be  outstanding  for  the  year  1892,  and  also  for  salaries  and 
wages  due  workmen  and  other  employees  of  the  Building 
Commission  to  and  including  May  31,  1893. 
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In  submitting  the  annexed  ordinances,  Ave  must  remind  the 
committee  that  the  ordinance  appropriatino;  $316,000  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  includes  items  of  $71,637.68> 
for  maintenance  for  the  balance  of  year  1893,  which  is  only 
an  approximate  estimate  of  the  amount  that  may  be  required  ; 
the  Director  and  your  Sub- Committee  in  fixing  the  amount, 
were  of  necessity  compelled  to  rely  in  a  great  measure  upon 
their  own  judgment,  and  we  make  the  present  recommenda- 
tions in  the  full  belief  that  by  September  or  the  early  Fall,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  will  be  in  a  position  to  submit  to 
Councils  his  recommendations  in  a  more  definite  and  satis- 
factory shape  than  can  now  be  submitted. 

The  ordinance  providing  for  the  temporary  loan  is  recom- 
mended at  this  time,  in  order  that  Councils,  whenever  it  may 
be  necessary  in  their  judgment,  to  pass  such  a  bill,  and  conse- 
quently, be  a  saving  of  time,  Avhen  time  is  an  important  factor.

Item  13.  For  bills  and  acccounts  due  for  the  year  1892,  as 
represented  by  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the  Public 
Building  Commissioners  during  the  months  of  February, 
March,  April,  and  May  of  that  year,  two  hundred  and  forty- 
four  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  (214,362)  dollars 
and  thirty-two  (32)  cents :  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  be 
paid  by  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  if  in  his  judgment  the  work  and 
materials  were  done  on,  and  furnished  for,  the  said  Public 
Buildings,  and  that  the  prices  charged  are  not  excessive,  con- 
sidering the  quantity  and  quality  of  Avork  done  and  the  char-

as  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  and  against  Item  13  for  bills  and 
accounts  of  1892  as  represented  by  certificates  of  indebtedness 
sssued  in  the  months  of  February,  March,  April,  and  May  of 
1892,  when  said  bills  are  properly  certified  to  by  the  Director 
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of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  after  he  has  ex- 
amined and  audited  the  same  to  his  entire  satisfaction,  that 
they  are  correct,  and  he  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to 
countersign  warrants  drawn  against  Items  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8,  9,  and  10,  for  salaries  and  wages  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  1893,  as  they  shall  be  fixed  and  certified  to  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department.  All  warrants  to  be  drawn 
against  this  appropriation  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.

approved  May  12,  1866,  and  supplement  thereto,  approved 
February  16,  1869,  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assess- 
ment, in  addition  to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled 
"■  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersections,  man-holes,  and  legal 
deductions  in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved 
April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of 
annual  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  eighty-four  thousand  (84,000)  dollars. 

Section  3.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
any  of  the  sewers  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  until  the  streets 
are  on  the  City  plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  property 
abutting  thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full 
City  rates,  and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he 
may  advertise  and  award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly 
executed  agreement  binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular 
assessment  charges.

For  repaving  of  streets  not  occupied  by  Passenger  Railway  Cos 57,131 

For  repaving  of  Broad  street  (except  from  Vine  to  Spring  Garden 

street) 25,000 

Total  amount  asked  for $503,431 


We  would  respectfully  report  that  a  conference  with  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  shows  conclusively,  that  under  the' 
present  condition  of  affairs,  nearly  all  or  at  least  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  work  of  repaving  of  streets  with  improved  pave- 
ments ordered  under  the  appropriation  of  ^1,250,000,  is  now 
at  a  stand  still,  because  of  the  Department  not  being  able  to 
complete  the  sewers,  etc.,  required  before  the  repaving  can 
be  done.  The  bill  making  the  appropriation  (see  C.  C.  Ap- 
pendix No.  267,  February  23,  1893),  as  originally  reported,, 
contemplated  the  completion  of  all  the  underground  work  out 
of  the  sum  set  aside  for  repaving  of  streets  ;  subsequently  the 
bill  was  amended  so  as  to  confine  the  operations  of  this  con- 
dition to  the  sum  of  |400,000,  set  aside  for  certain  streets  20 
feet  or  less  in  width.  The  result  being  the  transfer  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars  of  expenditures  ordered  from  Item  2|  m 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  and  requiring  this  work  to  be  paid 
for  out  of  the  regular  items,  viz.:  Item  8,  Bureau  of  Water, 
Item  7,  Bureau  of  Gas,  and  Item  17,  Bureau  of  Surveys. 
Item  17,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  is  now  in  such  a  condition  by 
reason  of  work  ordered  and  contracts  entered  into,  there  is 
no  money  with  which  to  build  sewers,  and  the  Director  thinks 
the  sum  asked  for  will  be  required. 

The  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  Wissa- 
hickon and  Cresheim  Valley  and  Manayunk  branch  of  the  in- 
tercepting sewer,  is  an  absolute  necessity  made  because  of  the 
vast  amount  of  drainage  turned  into  the  Schuylkill  River  by 
the  rapidly  improving  Germantown  and  Chestnut  Hill  district, 
which  should  be  turned  into  the  intercepting  sewer. 

The  sum  of  $9,300  is  required  to  pay  wages,  etc.,  in  the 
3d  and  4th  Survey  Districts,  and  has  already  been  earned. 
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In  the  matter  of  repaying  streets  not  occupied  by  Passenger 
Railways,  and  repaying  of  Broad  street,  the  work  ordered  by 
Councils  amounts  to  $82,131  more  than  amount  available. 

Much  of  the  new  work  is  at  a  stand  still,  and  cannot  be 
carried  forward  until  money  is  procured  to  complete  the  under- 
ground work. 

The  only  remedy  apparent,  by  which  relief  can  be  immedi- 
ately granted,  is  by  making  certain  transfers  in  the  various 
Bureaus  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  must  be  restored  early  in  the  Fall,  out  of 
temporary  loan  of  $950,000  reported  from  the  Committee  to 
Councils. 

In  examining  the  various  items  in  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  from  which  to  transfer  money,  we  recommend  the 
following  from  which  transfers  shall  be  made  :

of  Water,  Gas,  Surveys  and  Highways,  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Works. 
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When  this  loan  bill  shall  have  been  passed,  Councils  can 
then  immediately  restore  the  above  sums  to  the  various  items 
from  which  they  may  be  taken.

The 
principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  series  of 
two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars  each,  alphabetically 
arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  at  said  office  until  the  whole  shall  be 
paid,  commencing  with  series  "A"  which  shall  be  paid  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  1903.  The  certificates  of  said 
loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders 
may  require,  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  its  multiple ; 
and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  loan 
therein  mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are  payable  in  law- 
ful money  of  the  United  States,  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  from  the 
money  raised  by  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  loan,  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
7th  inst.,  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  on  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  proposed  ordinance  of  June  1,  1893,  and  the 
right  and  power  of  Councils  to  grant  the  privileges  therein 
contained. 

The  proposed  ordinance  to  which  you  refer  is  "  to  authorize 
the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  grounds 
set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  the  ordinance  approved  July 
6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  museum  and  botanical  garden  and 
park,  and  conveying  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  in  trust  for  the  purposes  herein  set  forth." 

The  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  P.  L.  432,  is  a  further  supple- 
ment to  the  Act  incorporating  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
provides  inter  alia  "  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby 
empowered  to  make  public  or  private  sale,  and  convey  in  fee 
simple  or  reserving  ground  rents,  the  present  Almshouse 
grounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  said  City,  containing  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  :  " 

1.  ""  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  reserve  a  part  of 
said  ground,   not  exceeding  forty  acres,   to  be  laid   out  and 
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maintained  as  an  open  public  place  forever,  for  the  health  and 
recreation  of  the  people." 

The  ordinance  of  July  6,  1883,  (p.  213)  is  an  ordinance 
"  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  property,  to  be  im- 
proved, for  the  health  and  public  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  and  providing  for  the  grading  of  the  same." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  "  That  all  the  Almshouse  property 
in  West  Philadelphia,  bounded  by  South  street.  Spruce  street, 
Thirty-fourth  street.  Vintage  avenue,  on  to  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  City  property,  and  thereto  to  the  Schuylkill 
river,  and  Schuylkill  river  be,  and  is  hereby  set  apart  for  the 
purposes  of  being  improved,  for  the  health  and  public  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia." 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  the  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  it  is  pro- 
vided "  that  the  City  shall  reserve  a  part  of  said  ground  not 
exceeding  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  out  and  maintained  as  an  open 
public  place  forever,  for  the  health  and  recreation  of  the 
people,"  and  that  the  ordinance  of  1883  carries  out  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Act  of  1861,  and  designates  that  portion  of  the 
Almshouse  property  which  shall  be  set  aside  as  a  public  park. 

The  proposed  ordinance  which  you  submit  to  me  provides 
for  "  the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse 
grounds  set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  the  ordinance  approved 
July  6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  museum  and  botanical 
garden  and  park,  and  conveying  the  same  to  the  trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  trust  for  the  purposes  here- 
in set  forth." 

I  am  of  opinion  that  under  the  Act  of  1861,  and  under  the 
ordinance  of  1883,  Councils  have  power  to  convey  in  trust  ta 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
the  ordinance  of  1893,  that  portion  of  the  Almshouse  property 
designated  in  said  ordinance  as  a  public  park  :  Provided,  The 
same  shall  always  be  free  and  open  to  the  public.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  Act  of  1861  is  simply  to  reserve  the  ground  as  a 
public  park  for  the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
people,  and  if  that  end  is  secured  by  conveying  this  land  in 
trust  to  the  University,  the  City  is  carrying  out  the  original 
intention  of  the  Act.

On  October  8,  1891,  I  had  the  honor  of  transmitting  to 
your  Honorable  Bodies  a  communication  from  James  H.  Win- 
drim,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  relative 
to  an  improved  water  supply  for  this  City  (Journal  of  Com- 
mon Council  Vol.  2,  1891,  Appendix  No.  16). 

Accompanying  the  communication  from  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  was  a  report  upon  the  subject  of 
the  water  supply  of  this  City,  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Water,  and  I  requested  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  which  was  then  considering  this  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — The  bridge  crossing  the  Schuylkill  river, 
known  as  the  "  Falls  Bridge,"  was  reported  to  me  on  the 
16th  inst.  by  the  Superintendent  of  Bridges  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  as  being  unsafe  for  public  travel,  upon  which  I 
directed  that  the  bridge  be  closed,  and  that  upon  the  roads 
leading  thereto  notices  be  placed  that  the  bridge  was  closed 
to  the  public. 

The  condition  of  this  bridge  has  been  presented  to  Councils 
in  the  last  two  annual  reports  of  this  Department,  and  request 
was  made  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000) 
dollars  in  the  appropriation  last  year,  to  enable  the  Depart- 
ment to  invite  proposals  for  placing  foundations  for  a  new 
bridge  structure  at  this  site. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  has  prepared 
plans  for  the  erection  on  the  present  site  of  a  double  deck 
steel  bridge,  upon  the  lower  chord  of  which  to  provide  all  the 
convenience  for  travel  given  by  the  present  bridge,  and  upon 
the  top  chord  a  roadway  to  communicate  the  high  ground  and 
roads  on  each  side  of  the  river. 

The  present  bridge  is  built  of  timbers,  which  have  been 
deteriorating  for  some  time.  On  examination  I  find  that 
there  has  been  about  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  spent 
upon  it  for  repairs,  and  the  timbers  are  now  so  decayed  as  to 
be  practically  beyond  repair.  It  is,  therefore,  most  urgent 
that  Councils  should  now  appropriate  the  sum  asked  for  in 
the  annual  appropriation  for  1893  ($150,000),  to  enable  the 
commencement,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  of  the  foundations 
of  this  structure,  and  to  provide  for  the  resetting  of  the  present 
bridge  on  the  trestle  work  necessary  to  make  a  safe  temporary 
bridge  crossing. 

The  site  of  the  present  bridgu  has  natural  advantages  not 
to  be  found  at  any  other  location  on  this  portion  of  the  river ; 
and  with  the  new  bridge  completed,  would  give  increased 
accommodations  to  the  public. 
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I  have  the  honor  to  ask  that  you  will  present  the  subject 
for  the  consideration  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir  : — Some  days  ago  I  received  a  formal  notice 
from  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  that  the  fire  house 
corner  of  Twenty-seventh  street  and  Highland  avenue  (Chest- 
nut Hill)  had  been  condemned  as  unsafe.  I  at  once  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire.  He  reported 
that  the  walls  were  badly  cracked  and  had  settled  two  or  three 
inches,  and  in  his  judgment,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  fore- 
man of  the  company,  the  building  was  in  an  unsafe  condition. 
17 
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I  then  requested  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tors to  name  a  committee  to  visit  the  building  with  Mr.  John 
T.  Windrim,  architect.  On  Thursday  I  had  a  report  from 
the  committee,  and  from  Mr.  Windrim,  and  from  Chief  Baxter, 
that  it  was  deemed  by  all  of  them  unsafe  to  occupy  the  build- 
ing any  longer.  I  gave  immediate  directions  to  the -Chief  to 
move  the  company  at  once.  We  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  obtain  a  dwelling  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  which  can 
be  occupied  by'the  men,  and  a  shed  in  which  we  have  stored 
the  apparatus,  and  in  which  the  horses  can  be  kept.  The  rent 
for  the  dwelling  house  is  twenty-five  (25)  dollars,  and  for  the 
shed  and  stable  about  twenty  dollars  per  month. 

I  have  been  compelled  to  take  the  responsibility  of  renting 
these  two  places  without  any  appropriation,  deeming  it  neces- 
sary to  maintain  this  company  at  Chestnut  Hill  for  the  pro- 
tection of  that  neighborhood.  I  would  earnestly  request  that 
you  urge  Councils  to  make  an  immediate  appropriation  to  pay 
the  rent,  and  also  to  commence  the  reconstruction  of  the  fire 
house  so  that,  if  possible,  it  may  be  in  shape  for  occupancy 
before  winter  sets  in,  or  else  that  some  provision  be  made  for 
the  securing  of  temporary  quarters  in  which  the  men  and  the 
apparatus  can  be  kept  until  the  appropriation  for  1894  is 
available. 

I  cannot  secure  a  lease  for  any  definite  term  for  the  shed 
now  occupied  by  the  apparatus,  and  may  be  compelled  to  give 
possession  at  any  moment.  I  regard  this  matter  as  very  im- 
portant, for  this  company  does  fire  service  for  the  entire  upper 
Dortion  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward.

Dear  Sir  : — On  June  12th  last  the  Governor  approved  an 
Act  as  follows : 

"An  Act  to  regulate  the  confinement  and  trial  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  that  no  child  under  restraint  or  convic- 
tion under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  be  placed  in  any  apart- 
ment or  cell  of  any  prison  or  place  of  confinement,  or  in  any 
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court  room  during  the  trial  of  adults,  or  in  any  vehicle  of 
transportation  in  company  with  adults  charged  with  or  con- 
victed of  crime. 

Sect.  2.  All  cases  involving  the  commitment  or  trial  of 
children  for  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  before  any  magistrate 
or  justice  of  the  peace  or  in  any  court  may  be  heard  and  de- 
termined by  such  court  at  suitable  times  to  be  designated 
therefor  by  it  separate  and  apart  from  the  trial  of  other  crimi- 
nal cases,  of  Avhich  session  a  separate  docket  and  record  shall 
be  kept." 

We  have  not  a  station  house  in  which  there  is  more  than 
one  cell  room,  though,  of  course,  all  have  more  than  one  cell. 
If  the  Act  means  in  using  the  words  "  any  apartment  or  cell  " 
to  draw  a  distinction  between  the  cell  room  (terming  that  an 
apartment)  and  the  cells  in  the  cell  room,  and  is  intended  to 
require  children  under  arrest  under  sixteen  years  of  age  to  be 
kept  in  a  room  separate  and  apart  from  the  room  in  which 
adults  are  detained,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  comply  with 
its  provisions.  If  such  is  to  be  its  interpretation,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  reconstruct  many  of  our  station  houses,  and 
abandon  others  and  build  new  ones  in  their  stead.  As  this 
must  have  been  known  to  the  Legislature,  it  is  not  fair  to 
presume  that  it  was  the  intention  to  place  any  such  burden 
upon  our  city,  or  upon  the  other  municipalities  in  the  State. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  intent  was  to  prevent  children  from 
being  locked  up  in  cells  with  adults.  I  am  pleased  to  say 
that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Police  Bureau  to  keep  chil- 
dren in  different  cells  from  those  in  which  adults  were  im- 
prisoned. I  have,  however,  deemed  it  best  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Bureau  to  the  Act,  and  to  direct  that  children 
under  arrest,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  must  not  be  placed 
in  the  same  cell  with  adults. 

AVith  reference  to  the  other  provision  of  the  Act,  that  chil- 
dren under  sixteen,  under  arrest,  must  not  be  conveyed  in  any 
vehicle  of  transportation  in  company  with  adults,  there  is  a 
very  serious  practical  difficulty.  Frequently  adults  and 
minors  under  sixteen  are  arrested  and  the  patrol  wagon  sent 
for.  They  must  be  conveyed  to  the  station  house  in  the  same 
wagon,  unless  the  patrol  service  be  doubled,  and  one  wagon 
be  kept  for  use  for  those  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  the 
other  for  those  under  that  age.  There  are  at  present  eighteen 
patrol  wagons,  and  roughly  stated  the  expense  of  maintaining 
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the  patrol  service  is  $117,080  per  annum.  This  does  not  take 
into  account  the  item  of  rent,  nor  the  purchase  of  wagons, 
harness  and  horses.  If  the  patrol  service  is  to  be  doubled,  the 
present  patrol  houses  would  be  too  small  for  two  wagons  in 
each  house,  and  new  ones  would  have  to  be  acquired. 

We  have  to  transport  prisoners  from  the  station  houses  to 
the  prison,  and  from  prison  to  court,  six  police  vans,  the 
annual  expense  of  which  is  about  $6,300.  If  this  service  be 
doubled  the  expenses  will  be  doubled  annually,  and,  besides, 
a  large  sum  would  be  required  for  the  building  of  vans,  the 
purchase  of  horses  and  harness,  etc. 

I  lay  the  matter  before  you  that  you  may,  if  you  deem  it 
wise,  submit  the  matter  to  Councils.  They  can,  if  they  can 
find  the  means,  make  it  possible  for  this  Department  to  com- 
ply with  the  Act,  but  without  very  heavy  additional  appro- 
priations to  the  Bureau  of  Police  must,  without  any  choice  in 
the  matter,  be  in  the  position  of  failing  to  live  up  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Councils  on  June  23,  1893,  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  of  instruction  to  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  relative  to  the  repaving  of  Twentj'- 
second  street : 

Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  "  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  proceed  with 
the  repaving  of  Twenty-second  street,  if  he  has  failed  to 
arrive  at  some  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the  passenger 
railway  companies  occupying  said  street,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  July,  1893." 

Letters  of  request  were  sent  to  the  presidents  of  the  several 
passenger  railway  companies  occupying  Twenty-second,  Hamil- 
ton and  Twenty-fifth  streets,  requesting  information  as  to 
what  action  they  proposed  to  take  in  the  matter  of  the  repav- 
ing of  said  streets  as  per  notice  served  on  them  March  1, 
1893.  The  department  has  received  no  repJy  from  the  rail- 
way companies  assenting  to  do  the  work  of  repaving. 

As  application  had  been  made  by  the  several  railway  com- 
panies for  permits  for  the  construction  of  the  trolley  system 
on  these  streets,  and  under  said  ordinances  the  companies 
were  obligated  to  repave  with  improved  pavement  during  the 
reconstruction  of  their  roads,  the  Department  sought  to  have 
the  companies  commence  relaying  their  tracks  upon  these 
streets,  and  accompany  their  work  with  repaving. 
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The  ordinance  passed  by  Councils  authorizing  the  repaying 
of  Twenty-second  street,  from  Naudain  to  Hamilton  street ; 
Hamilton  street,  from  Twenty-second  to  Twenty-fifth  street, 
and  Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Hamilton  to  Spring  Garden 
street,  appropriated  the  sum  of  $56,000.  Upon  the  receipt 
of  the  Resolution  of  Councils  the  Department  immediately 
advertised  for  proposals  for  the  repaying  of  these  streets  with 
sheet  asphaltum,  selected  granite  blocks,  or  first  quality 
vitrified  brick,  and  the  lowest  price  received,  $2.20  per  square 
yard  for  combination  asphalt  pavement,  from  the  estimate  the 
surface  to  be  repaved  amounted  to  $73,579,  or  $17,579  more 
than  the  appropriation  for  the  work.  In  addition  to  this, 
provision  had  to  be  made  for  2,530  feet  of  curved  curbing, 
the  reconstruction  of  65  old  inlets  and  the  building  of  10  new 
inlets,  at  a  probable  cost  of  $12,000,  making  the  appropria- 
tion deficient  for  the  completion  of  the  Avork  as  directed  by 
the  ordinance,  $29,579. 

As  the  ordinance  appropriated  a  specific  sum  of  money  for 
an  amount  of  paving  prescribed  by  limits,  the  Department  has 
been  unable  to  award  a  contract  for  this  work. 

In  this  connection  I  would  state,  that  in  obtaining  the 
estimate  for  the  surface  of  paving  required  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  the  grades  of  Hamilton  street,  from  Twenty-fourth 
to  Twenty-fifth  street,  and  the  lines  and  grades  of  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  which  is  now  a  portion  of  the  Park  Boulevard, 
have  been  materially  changed  by  the  confirmation  of  the 
Boulevard  plan.  Also,  an  ordinance  having  been  introduced 
into  Councils  to  authorize  the  opening  of  the  Park  Boulevard, 
from  Nineteenth  street  to  the  Park,  the  Highway  Committee 
has  requested  plans  and  estimates  to  be  prepared,  that  the 
matter  may  be  acted  on  early  in  September,  the  Department 
must  await  further  legislation  by  Councils  before  it  can  jjro- 
ceed  with  the  repaying  of  these  streets.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  copy 
of  a  proposed  ordinance  to  authorize  the  construction  of  a 
steel  and  iron  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river  at  Falls  of 
Schuylkill,  to  replace  the  timber  bridge  blown  down  by  the 
storm  on  August  6th,  1893.  The  timbers  of  the  bridge  had 
decayed  beyond  repair,  and  it  had  been  closed  to  public  travel. 

The  accompanying  plans,  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys, 
for  the  proposed  new  structure,  represent  a  double  deck  bridge 
located  at  the  site  of  the  present  structure  ;  a  lower  roadway  to 
be  constructed  upon  the  bottom  chord  of  the  trusses,  will 
restore  the  accommodation  for  travel  of  the  old  bridge,  while 
upon  the  top  chords  an  upper  roadway  can  be  constructed  at 
a  future  time  for  increased  facilities  for  travel  between  the 
high  land  on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  river,  and  be  a 
means  of  communication  between  the  Twenty-eighth  and 
Thirty-fourth  Wards  through  Fairmount  Park.

Dear  Sir  : — On  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1893,  the  Gov- 
ernor signed  an  Act  regulating  the  construction,  maintenance, 
and  inspection  of  buildings  in  this  city,  which  Act  enlarges 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors 
to  such  an  extent  that  the  present  force  is  entirely  inadequate 
for  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law.  There  should  be  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Building  Inspectors. 

The  Act  provides  that  cities  of  the  first  class  can,  by  ordi- 
nance, regulate  and  determine  the  license  fee  for  the  inspec- 
tions required  by  the  Act. 

In  the  absence  of  any  legislation  upon  the  subject  by  Coun- 
cils, the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  have  continued  to 
charge  the  license  fees  as  fixed  by  existing  ordinances.  There 
should  be  a  new  schedule  established  regulating  the  license 
fee  to  be  charged  for  the  work  performed  by  the  Building  In- 
spectors. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  of  24th  March,  1832,  authorizes 
Councils  to  prohibit  the  construction  of  wooden  buildings  in 
such  portions  of  the  city  as  to  them  seem  proper.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  Act  numerous  ordinances  have  been  passed 
defining  the  limits  (and  from  time  to  time  extending  the  same) 
within  which  wooden  buildings  are  prohibited. 

The  Act  of  June  8,  1^93,  provides : 

"That  Councils  may,  by  a  general  ordinance,  permit  the 
erection  of  frame  sheds  on  wharves  not  exceeding  twenty- 
seven  feet  in  height,  or  elevators  or  sheds  of  wood  for  the 
storage  of  grain,  coal,  or  lumber,  and  bay  windows  and  fences, 
but  all  the  external  parts  of  said  sheds  and  elevators  (except 
sheds  for  the  storage  of  lumber)  shall  be  covered  with  slate, 
tile,  metal,  or  other  equally  incombustible  material,  and  their 
mode  of  construction  and  location  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  inspector :  And  provided  further,  That  Coun- 
cils may,  by  a  general  ordinance,  permit  the  erection  of  frame 
buildings  in  the  rural  portions  of  said  cities  within  such  limits 
as  may  be  designated  in  said  ordinance :  And  provided  further. 
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That  this  section  ^all  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the 
erection  of  such  frame  bath-rooms  or  sheds  as  may  be  herein- 
after provided  for." 

In  view  of  this  legislation  it  becomes  the  duty  of  Councils 
to  enact  a  general  ordinance  defining  the  limits  within  which 
frame  buildings,  covered  as  provided  by  the  Act  of  1893,  may 
be  erected,  and  regulating  the  construction  of  sheds  on 
wharves,  sheds  for  storage  purposes,  grain  elevators,  bay 
windows,  etc. 

I  respectfully  ask  that  you  transmit  this  communication  to 
Councils,  with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  which  devoted  so  much  time  and  intelligent  eflfort 
to  the  framing  of  the  Act  which  was  subsequently  enacted  and 
approved  by  the  Governor  on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1893. 
They  have  given  the  subject  careful  study,  and  I  am  sure  will 
recommend  to  Councils  the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance  as 
will  best  carry  the  Act  into  effect.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Department,  in  computing  the  estimate 
for  the  appropriation  to  the  Bureau  of  Gas  for  the  year  1894, 
as  submitted  to  the  City  Controller,  has  valued  the  income 
from  gas  supplied  to  consumers,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  for  the  year  1894, 
being  a  reduction  of  twenty -five  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 
While  this  reduction  will  decrease  the  income  to  the  City 
Treasury,  it  is  equitable  to  those  of  the  community  who  are 
tax-payers,  and  to  those  who  are  not. 
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The  estimated  cost  of  expenses  is  as  follows  : 

For  extensions $    776,500  00 

For  labor  and  supplies,  maintenance,  etc.    2,466,000  00 

For  gas  to  he  purchased 600,000  00

From  the  above  amount  there  is  to  be  credited  the 
cost  of  public  lighting  (lighting  and  maintenance 
of  gas  lamps  by  the  Bureau  of  Lighting) 180,000  00 

Leaving  a  balance  of. I  141,500  00 

of  estimated  income  in  excess  of  estimated  expenditure. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  probable  cost  of  permanent  im- 
provements is  included  in  the  estimate  for  extensions. 

I  recommend  that  the  City  Departments,  large  consumers 
of  gas,  be  required  by  ordinance  to  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
for  the  gas  consumed  by  them,  and  that  estimates  be  made  by 
each  of  the  amount  of  gas  it  requires  for  public  use,  and  an 
item  in  the  appropriations  be  made  to  each  Bureau  to  pay  for 
the  gas  it  uses. 

It  is  argued  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  separate 
accounts,  as  the  City  receives  the  benefit.  It  is,  however,  a 
proper  method  of  business  to  keep  the  expense  account  of  the 
Bureaus  separate  in  this  particular  as  in  others,  and  it  is  the 
only  one  which  will  enable  the  Bureau  of  Gas  to  define  its 
income  account  in  relation  to  its  expenditures,  and  is  essential 
to  intelligently  fix  a  minimum  rate  for  the  price  of  gas  to  the 
public. 

I  respectfully  request  that  this  recommendation  will  receive 
the  favorable  consideration  of  Councils. 

In  the  months  of  January,  February,  March  and  April  of 
the  present  year,  there  was  an  increase  in  consumption^  of 
twenty-five  million  cubic  feet  per  month  over  corresponding 
months  of  1892,  with  a  proportionate  increase  during  the  suc- 
ceeding months. 

In  considering  the  increasing  demands  of  the  public  for 
additional  quantity  of  gas,  the  condition  of  the  gas  works  of 
the  City  to  supply  it  should  be  stated. 
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Aggregate  amount  of  gas  manufactured  in  1892 3,584,589,000  cu.  ft 

Estimated  quantity  to  be  manufactured  for  1893 3,985,000,000  "     " 

Maximum  quantity  of  gas  to  be  made  by  the  City

There  will  be  required  to  be  purchased,  in  excess  of  that 
purchased  in  1893,  possibly  270,270,270  cubic  feet  in  1894. 

Councils  should  now  determine  whether  it  is  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  to  obtain  by  purchase  the  plant  of  the 
Philadelphia  Gas  Improvement  Company,  and  control  the 
entire  manufacture  of  gas,  and  make  the  necessary  additions 
to  the  works  required  to  store  the  increased  quantity  of  gas  to 
be  made,  and  make  appropriations  therefor,  or  to  authorize 
the  extension  of  the  property  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  from  the  former  statement  of  the  prob- 
able output  of  gas  in  1894,  that  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company  will  furnish  to  the  City  about  50,8  per  cent., 
relative  to  the  amount  computed  to  be  manufactured  by  the 
City  in  1893. 

If  further  extensions  of  the  plant  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas 
Improvement  Company  be  authorized,  no  appropriation  wiU 
be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City,  but  the  company  will 
control  50.8  per  cent,  of  the  City's  gas  supply  ;  and  unless 
action  is  taken  by  Councils  to  provide  facilities  to  the  Bureau 
of  Gas,  for  the  City  to  manufacture  for  consumers,  the  percent- 
age to  be  purchased  will  be  much  greater  each  year,  and  the 
control  of  the  company  increase,  and  that  of  the  City  decrease. 

The  Department  has  before  recommended  the  purchase  of 
the  present  plant  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany within  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  Works,  and  the  extension 
of  the  Twenty- sixth  Ward  Works  ;  the  former  because  any 
further  improvements  made  there  would  be  then  made  by  and 
be  the  property  of  the  City,  and  the  latter  as  the  location  is 
m<1st  desirable  for  extensions  to  the  City  plant,  and  would 
enable  the  removal  of  the  manufacturing  station  from  the 
Ninth  Ward  Works  (Market  street)  at  the  earliest  time. 

In  the  report  for  1892,  it  was  recommended  that  an  appro- 
priation be  made  for  the  additions  to  the  Twenty-sixth  Ward 
Gas  Works,  for  a  holder  capacity  3,000,000  cubic  feet,  and 
for  works  $l,000,0;jO,00. 
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The  report  for  1891  stated  the  deficiency  in  holder  capacity, 
and  the  time  has  come  when  the  City  must  provide  additional 
holders,  to  accommodate  the  larger  quantity  of  gas  that  can 
be  made  from  coal,  since  the  substitution  of  modern  benches 
for  those  of  old  pattern.  The  lack  of  holder  capacity  prevents 
the  best  use  of  these  improvements,  and  interferes  with  a  satis- 
factory or  equal  distribution  of  gas  to  consumers. 

While  it  is  desirable  to  use  the  works  of  the  City  to  their 
full  extent  to  manufacture  gas,  to  enable  the  Bureau  to  make 
a  product  at  as  near  a  cost  as  that  for  which  gas  is  now  pur- 
chased, the  works  must  be  provided  with  the  best  approved 
method  for  manufacture,  and  conducted  with  the  greatest 
economy  for  maintenance. 

I  most  respectfully  request  that  you  present  the  condition 
and  the  necessities  of  the  Department  in  the  Bureau  of  Gas, 
to  Councils,  with  such  recommendations  as  you  may  deem 
proper.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  June  11,  1879,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  herewith  a  detailed  statement  of  the  estimated  re- 
ceipts, expenditures  and  liabilities  for  the  next  fiscal  year, 
commencing  January  1,  1894,  and  for  the  five  months  of  the 
current  year  from  August  1  to  December  81,  1893,  to  which 
have  been  added  the  usual  calculations  for  the  tax  rate  in 
conformity  therewith. 

Expenses  and  Lawful  Obligations. 

The  aggregate  estimated  expenses  of  the  City  for  the  year 
1894  amount  to  |33,367,286.33,  which  embraces  the  lawful 
obligations  due,  consisting  of  the  Fifteenth  Series  of  the  four 
per  cent,  loan,  interest  on  the  bonded  debt.  State  tax  on  City 
Loans,  Sinking  Fund,  and  estimated  amount  for  mandamuses, 
all  of  which  must  be  deducted  before  any  appropriations  can 
be  made.  The  balance  of  this  amount,  $28,867,679.33, 
represents  the  sum  asked  for  by  the  various  Departments  and 
Bureaus  of  the  City,  exhibiting  an  increase  over  that  asked 
for  for  1893  of  |3,755,798.76. 

The  expenses  of  the  City  show  an  increase  with  each  re- 
curring year,  the  appropriations  amounting  in  all  during  the 
present  year  to  nearly  $28,000,000.  This  is  in  consequence 
of  the  vast  municipal  improvements  now  in  progress,  which 
are  greater  in  extent  than  at  any  time  within  our  history. 

A  Comparison  of  Expenditures. 

An  adequate  idea  of  the  growth  of  the  Cit^,  and  the  in- 
creased demands  to  meet  desirable  improvements,  may  be 
formed  by  a  comparison  of  the  total  expenditures  for  the  past 
ten  years.

Suspended  Banks. 

No  change  has  taken  place  since  January  1  last  of  the  bal- 
ances due  by  the  Keystone  and  Spring  Garden  National  Banks. 
These  amounts,  Keystone,  |437,554.82,  and  Spring  Garden 
$118,721.80,  although  included  in  the  cash  assets  of  the 
Treasury,  are  carried  among  the  liabilities,  where  they  must 
remain  until  authority  is  given  by  ordinance  to  charge  them 
off.  It  is  to  be  presumed,  however,  that  before  a  final  settle- 
ment is  made  by  the  respective  Receivers  of  said  banks,  that 
additional  dividends  may  be  realized,  which,  when  received, 
may  be  appropriated  if  needed. 

Mandamuses. 

The  sum  required  to  meet  the  payment  of  mandamus  exe- 
cutions for  1893  was  fixed  at  $600,000,  as  per  the  Controller's 
report  January  1,  1893,  but  has  again  been  found  inadequate, 
$553,277.56  of  that  amount  having  already  been  exhausted 
prior  to  August  1.  I  have,  therefore,  deemed  it  advisable  to 
set  aside  a  further  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  remaining  five 
months,  although  the  payments  may  even  exceed  this  amount 
prior  to  December  31,  1893.  The  increasing  payments  in 
this  direction  with  each  year,  caused  by  the  large  number  of 
judgments  obtained  against  the  City,  is  a  matter  worthy  of 
your  earnest  consideration. 

Overdue  State  Moneys. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  amounts  before  reported  in  litigation 
with  the  State  authorities  remain  uncollected. 

The  case  on  the  part  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadel- 
phia was  very  ably  argued  before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Dauphin  County  in  April  last,  but,  much  to  our  surprise, 
the  decision  was  against  the  City.  The  matter,  however,  is 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Law  Department,  who  have  ap- 
pealed the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court,  with  the  hope  that  a 
more  satisfactory  settlement  for  the   City  may  be  reached. 
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This  litigation  involves  other  moneys  due  the  City  by  the 
State  which  are  greatly  needed,  but  are,  in  consequence,  un- 
collectible at  this  time. 

Merging  Balances. 

The  amount  estimated  to  merge  December  31,  1893,  has 
been  placed  at  $200,000,  This  is  a  reduction  from  former 
years,  found  necessary  by  reason  of  the  frequent  insertions  in 
ordinances  of  a  clause  that  certain  appropriations  shall  not 
merge,  placed  there  by  your  Honorable  Bodies,  through  the 
intercessions  of  the  heads  of  Departments. 

Of  the  balances  reported  December  31,  1892,  amounting 
to  $3,308,659.91,  but  $288,419,20  merged;  and  of  this. 
$178,163.69  was  from  fees  of  the  Department  of  Clerk  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  merging  by  reason  of  the  expiration  of  the 
terra  of  office  of  the  incumbent,  the  difference,  $110,255.51, 
being  all  that  was  allowed  to  merge  through  ordinances  by  the 
other  Departments, 

No  Department  ought  to  have  permission  to  retain  posses- 
sion of  an  appropriation,  so  far  in  advance  of  its  actual  use 
and  not  under  contract,  to  the  detriment  of  other  Departments 
or  Bureaus  whose  pressing  needs  are  equally  deserving  ;  hence 
I  have  no  hesitancy  in  asserting  that  all  amounts  not  con- 
tracted for  should  merge  and  be  reappropriated. 

Deficit. 

I  regret  to  report  an  estimated  deficit  of  $-^^10, 800. 16,  based 
upon  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures  to  August  1,  and 
the  estimated  receipts  and  expenditures  from  that  date  to  De- 
cember 31,  1893.  This  has  been  principally  occasioned  by 
a  falling  oif  in  receipts  from  taxes  (current  and  delinquent) 
to  December  31,  1893,  presumably  by  reason  of  the  existing 
condition  of  financial  affairs,  and  by  a  reduction  of  $50,000  in 
the  anticipated  receipts  from  the  State  on  account  of  the 
school  fund. 

This  deficit  has  been  deducted  from  the  estimated  revenues 
found  subject  to  appropriation  for  1S94,  although  there  may 
be  an  increase  in  receipts  before  the  first  of  January  next.  It 
cannot  be  assumed  that  a  deficit  shall  be  exactly  demonstrated 
five  months  in  advance ;  hence  the  propriety  of  providing  for 
any  contingency  of  the  kind  that  may  arise,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  annual  appropriations  are  passed  and  approved  prior 
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to  the  balancing  of  the  books  of  this  Department  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  before  the  actual  results  of  the  year  can  be 
ascertained. 

Valuation  of  Taxable  Property. 

The  valuation  of  real  estate  for  taxable  purposes,  as  fur- 
nished by  the  Department  of  Revision  of  Taxes  in  1893, 
shows  an  increase  over  that  of  1892  of  $17,167,160.

Tax  Rate. 

In  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  and  increased  de- 
mands of  the  various  City  Departments  and  Bureaus  for  the 
coming  year,  assuming  them  to  be  correct,  would  compel  the 
levying  of  a  tax  rate  of  $3.05  per  $100  upon  the  assessed 
valuation  just  furnished  this  Department,  which  is  an  increase 
of  $1,20  over  the  present  tax  rate.  The  question  of  so  great 
an  advance  is,  in  my  opinion,  inadmissible ;  and  while  recog- 
nizing the  importance  of  continuing  our  improvements  to  keep 
pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  City,  and  the  desirability  of 
retaining  as  many  of  our  citizens  as  possible  in  employment, 
nevertheless,  the  condition  of  affairs,  owing  to  the  stringency 
which  now  prevails  in  commercial  and  financial  circles,  make 
me  unwilling  to  suggest  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  the  advance 
to  a  higher  tax  rate  than  that  of  the  present  year.

Gentlemen  : — At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  held  this  day,  the 
undersigned  was  directed  to  request  that  a  transfer  should  be 
made  to  them  of  the  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works,  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nances approved  June  21  and  23,  1893,  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  make  an  appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  account  of  the  new  Public  Buildings  for  Ibe^j^r 
1893,  and  for  payment  of  certain  accounts  of  1892,"  and  "  An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  certain  transfers  from  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  Commissioners  for  the  Erection  of  the  Public 
Buildings  for  the  year  1892  and  1893  to  the  I>epartment  of 
Public  Works,  for  account  of  the  new  Public  Buildings  for 
the  year  1893." 

The  balance,  as  appears  by  a  detailed  statement  furnished, 
at  my  request,  by  the  City  Controller  under  date  of  July  31, 
amounted  on  July  25,  1893,  to  $90,561.70,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners are  advised  that  no  payments  have  been  made  since 
that  date. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  do  more 
than  merely  refer  to  the  position  of  affairs  arising  out  of  the 
passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  24,  1893,  to  abolish 
the  Commission,  and  the  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
granting  an  injunction  at  the  suit  of  the  Commissioners,  the 
details  of  which  are  familiar  to  you. 

The  Commissioners  are  without  funds,  and  they  desire  that 
they  may  be  placed  in  a  position  to  use  the  moneys  which 
have  been  appropriated,  but  not  yet  expended  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Buildings.

Gentlemen  : — At  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Erection  of  the  Public  Buildings  held  this  day,  the 
undersigned  was  directed  to  request  Councils  to  make  an 
appropriation  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  present  year. 

Common  Council,  December  22,  1892,  and  Select  Council, 
December  29,  1892,  passed  an  ordinance  appropriating 
$1,200,000  for  the  purposes  of  the  Commissioners  for  the 
year  1893 ;  but  the  Mayor,  January  5,  1893,  returned  it 
with  his  disapproval,  and  his  veto  was  sustained. 

As  to  the  details  of  the  subsequent  matters  relating  to  the 
Commission,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to  enter  upon  any 
recital  or  discussion  of  them.  By  ordinance  of  June  23,  1893, 
the  balance  then  remaining  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners, 
to  wit:  $4,027.86,  was  transferred  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  for  the  Public  Buildings,  and  by  ordinance  of  June 
21,  1893,  an  appropriation  of  $316,000  was  made  to  him  for 
the  same  purpose. 

By  a  communication  of  even  date  herewith,  request  has 
been  made  of  Councils,  by  direction  of  the  Commissioners, 
for  a  transfer  to  them  of  the  unexpended  balance  remaining 
under  these  ordinances,  which  amounts  to  $90,561.70. 

There  are  outstanding  and  unpaid  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness to  the  amount  of  $105,935.52. 

And  there  have  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners  dur- 
ing the  present  year,  up  to  May  1,  1893,  and  now  I'emaining 
unpaid  bills  to  the  amount  of  $46,292.41,  and  there  have 
been  approved  since  July  19,  1893,  bills  and  pay  rolls  amount- 
.  ing  to  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

If  funds  sufiicient  are  placed  at  their  disposal,  the  Commis- 
sioners desire  at  once  to  have  paid  ofi"  the  present  liabilities 
at  least  to  the  extent  of  the  outstanding  and  unpaid  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness.     They  have  therefore  directed  the  un- 
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dersigned  to  request  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  the 
Commissioners  of  an  amount  sufficient  for  that  purpose.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1894. 

Section  1,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorised  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1893  (except  such  as  are  marked  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 
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Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1894  as  one 
City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1,  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2,  for  the  public  schools  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22)  cents. 

Item  3,  for  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents.' 

Item  5,  for  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6,  for  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7,  for  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8,  for  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9,  for  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10,  for  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11,  for  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12,  for  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  for  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality  the 
sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents  ;  and  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to  further 
direction  by  ordinance  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate 
voted  for  the  object  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
late  of  tax  shall  be  levied;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of  tax 
shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  lor  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed  prop- 
erty situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  Eighteenth  Section 
of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  two   per   cent.     If  paid   after   the    first   day    of 
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November  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there 
shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day  oi 
January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per 
cent.  ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the- 
first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from 
day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
tax  office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. And  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  bereby  repealed.
